THE HUMAN RANGEFINDER e e e 
Bernard F. Hurley, Boston police 
photographer, has apparently ruined

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Howard burlesque theater in Boston. 
His technique should, however, warm 
the cockles of all hearts interested in 
super candid photography. To get his 
evidence Hurley made a film by hold- 
ing a movie camera on his lap, partial- 
ly hiding it with overcoat, according 
to a story in Newsweek magazine. 
Hurley, who apparently considers 
cameras with universal or fixed focus 
beneath the dignity of burlesque 
photography, had the problem of set- 
ting his camera.

YOUR SIMPLE FLASH CAMERA, by How- 
ard Luray. 97 pages, 140 illustrations, 3 
charts. Camera Craft Publishing Co., 
San Francisco, Cal. Price $1.75 


If you have a fairly simple camera 

and decide to take up flash photog- 
raphy, you may be in for some trouble. 
The camera-store salesman can be a 
big help—if he has the time. If not, the 
camera owner in search of flash 
knowledge must scrape together in- 
formation as best he can—in one small 
section of one book or from the many 
charts and diagrams—generally con- 
flicting—which are printed by flash- 
bulb and film manufacturers. 
‘ Howard Luray has managed to 
gather practically everything a begin- 
ner in flash might like to know into 
this slim volume. And the information 
isn’t stripped down to bare instruction- 
manual material either. 

You'll find information on how to 
photograph children, pets, adults, holi- 
days, vacations, parties and many oth- 
er subjects—both outdoor and indoor. 
Techniques not usually connected with 
simple flash cameras—bounce flash, 
color and flash off the camera—are 
also more than adequately treated. 
(There is even a chapter on when not 
to use flash. ) 

The many illustrations are excellent 
—clear and to the point. All display 
photographs are of the type that a be- 
ginner with a simple camera could 
really take and be an inspiration to 
other novices.—N. R.

Although 
you won’t find any pictures of soul- 
searching, historical consequence or 
deep emotional impact, the photo- 
graphs have other, rewarding quali- 
ties—imagination, taste, fresh ap- 
proach and a sense of humor. The 
book is devoid of the photographs de- 
picting the effect of war and poverty.

There’s G. Della Valle’s picture of a 
man at a sidewalk cafe holding on to 
the reins of his dray horse, and M. 
Finazzi’s photograph of a mustachioed 
Italian gentleman examining a frying 
pan at an open market. 

Here’s F. Grinani making a magni- 
ficent study of design from a girl hold- 
ing up a translucent table cloth, and 
F. Roiter displaying an amputee, a 
man on a bicycle and another man 
standing against a plain sky, which is 
striking without being pitiful or in 
questionable taste. 

Summing up the work in this book, 
only one word might constantly apply 
—taste. The taste not to poke fun, not 
to invade others’ privacy, not to be vul- 
gar, not to imitate. Although the price 
of this volume is high for such a small, 
soft-cover book, the material contained 


therein is well worth the money.—H.K. 


MEDIEVAL CARVINGS IN EXETER CA- 
THEDRAL. By C. J. P. Cave. With a note 
on the art of the Exeter Carvers by 
Nikolaus Pevsner. 108 pages, 64 plates. 
Penguin Books, London. Price 95 cents. 

When the stone masons of the thir- 
teenth and fourteenth centuries 
chunked away at the icons that have 
since towered over the pilgrims to 
Exeter Cathedral, little did they realize 
that one day a camera could bring 
these images down into the pages of 
a book. It’s difficult enough to photo- 
graph sculpture at a reasonable dis- 
tance, on the same level. Even more 
demanding was Mr. Cave’s task of 
manipulating lights and a telephoto 
lens to photograph the carvings that 
decorate the roof bosses (keystones 
of the vaulting) and corbels (struc- 
tural supports) of Exeter. Because of 
their height. it would have been both 
costly and impractical to erect scaf- 
folding to permit close-ups. 

What Mr. Cave may have achieved 
in his original prints has been dismal- 
ly grayed down in reproduction. The 
plates are flat, with little contrast. 
However, his contribution to the stu- 
dent of Gothic art is considerable. He 
has made accessible those high cran- 
nies that one but dimly and distantly 
views when making a tour through 
such an important cathedral as 
Exeter. 

The text, including Mr. Cave’s dis- 
sertation and Mr. Pevsner’s note, is 
enlightening, if brief.—D. J.

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HOWELL CONANT 


SHORTLY AFTER the end of World War II, a new type of photographer began to appear on the commercial 
and editorial fashion scene. In contrast with some of the feudal lords who ruled this field, the newcomer had 
neither an eccentric beard nor a cultivated tic. He was just an average citizen who, if not always handsome, 
was at least loaded with enthusiasm. He had fresh ideas, and enough camera “know-how” to execute them. 
All he wanted was a chance to try his wings. 

Unfortunately, the majority of these talented photographers didn’t oe the grade. Most of them lacked 
business acumen, money—or both. Among the few who managed to stretch a financial shoestring far enough 
to hoist himself to the top was a former Navy photographer—a personable young fellow named Howell Conant. 

If ever a person was “born” into photography, it was Conant. In Wisconsin, where he grew up and attended 
college, his father, grandfather, two uncles, and two cousins were portrait photographers. But after study- 
ing at Art Center School (Los Angeles), Conant decided that straight portraiture wasn’t for him. At Pearl 
Harbor, he was one of the three enlisted men who formed the nucleus of a photographic unit for Admiral 
Nimitz’s staff. When this unit grew to 350 men (one of the largest photographic units in the war), Howell 
was the Chief Warrant Officer in Charge. His immediate assistant was Myron Miller, a lanky Chief Petty 

Officer who was destined to figure prominently in Conant’s 
post-war activities. 

After the war, Conant discovered that his feelings about 
straight portraiture hadn’t changed. He wanted to pho- 
tograph a changing variety of subjects that would chal- 
lenge his imagination. Commercial and editorial fashion 
photography appeared to be the answer to his creative 
ambitions—the big city seemed a logical place to give 
his ideas a try. With $75 in cash and a trunkful of hopes, 
Howell and his wife bought tickets to New York. 

“This would be a swell place to talk about skimping 
in a cold-water flat,” Howell says, “but we didn’t. I walked 
straight into a job in a commercial studio where they 
paid me $75 a week. A few months later I had somehow 
managed to dig up enough new business to raise my an- 
nual income to around five figures. From that point on, 
it was a natural to set up my own studio.” 

Shortly after Howell opened his own studio, he was 
joined by Myron Miller. Then, as commercial accounts 
and fashion assignments continued to pour in, he added 
two more members to his crew. Vicki Yardley, the stylist, 
doubles as a diplomatic Girl Friday in keeping track of 
model appointments and the like. Herbert Witz, a young 
photo-school graduate, works alongside Howell and 
Myron in the studio and darkroom. 

“We don’t have a ‘boss’ and ‘assistants’ type of re- 
lationship,” Howell says. “As far as I am concerned, we 
are co-workers from the time a client orders a picture— 
maybe weeks ahead of an actual shooting date—until 
the final picture is in his hands. Everyone is expected to 
pitch into the preparations the picture will require. There 
are models to contact, test shots to be processed, props 
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The color picture of the girl in a 
hammock is what Conant calls an j 
“editorial beauty shot.” A black and 
white version of this picture appear- 
ed in Mademoiselle, was later se- 
lected for inclusion in the American 
Institute of Graphic Arts Fourth An- 
nual Magazine Show. Girl in a mesh 
leotard, opposite, is an experiment 
in color and design. Both pictures 
were exposed on 8 x 10 Ektachrome 
in a Deardorff view camera. In each 
ease, light from a single electronic 
flash unit (40,000 watt-seconds) was 
bounced off a 14 foot white ceiling. 
Exposure for each picture was f/16.

to be dug up, maybe a shooting set to plan. Above all, 
there is the client’s product to be interpreted. Whether 
we are shooting a $500 dress design or a $10 blouse, we 
honestly try to produce the best picture of its kind the 
client ever had.” 

Conant & Crew are a fascinating bunch to watch in 
action. Up until seconds before the models arrive for 
an important shooting session, everyone is riding on 
nerves. The instant the models arrive, however, the studio 
personnel does an abrupt about-face. Outwardly at least, 
everyone is perfectly calm. No one hovers about the 
shooting set until Howell, with Crosby-like casualness, 
puts on his baseball cap and begins briefing the models 
on the pose they are to assume. Very often the models 
meet on a job for the first time. While Howell is putting 
them at ease, Myron and Herb make final adjustments 
of the lights and camera. Being capable photographers 
themselves, and knowing exactly what Howell has in 
mind, they can anticipate what has to be done. By the 
time Howell reaches for the cable release, Vicki has 
checked the models’ costumes, Myron has closed the lens 
aperture to the proper stop, and Herb is standing by to 
reload the camera as fast as both sides of a filmholder 
can be exposed. The result is a shooting session which 
gives the illusion of being completely effortless. 

Although Conant’s commercial and editorial fashion 
pictures appear regularly in Woman’s Day, Vogue, Har- 
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per’s, Mademoiselle, and similar publications, it is hard 
to identify his pictures by “style” alone. His only style— 
if it can be called that—is a “live” look about his sub- 
jects that either holds the eye a little longer than usual, 
or commands a “double-take.” To a large degree, the look 
of vivaciousness about Conant’s models reflects the 
warmth and humor of his own personality. Take, for ex- 
ample, a boy-and-girl beach scene which will soon appear 
in a color advertisement for a famous hair shampoo. ... 

The background for the final picture consists of col- 
ored beach umbrellas bathed in brilliant sunlight. In the 
foreground is a young man buried up to his neck in 
sand. Beside him is a girl who is holding a handful of 
sand about eighteen inches above his chin. Everything 
about the studio set looks as natural as though it had 
been shot at Jones Beach. The impact of the picture, how- 
ever, stems from the models’ expressions. The girl has a 
“gamin-like” gleam in her eyes; the boy, completely at 
her mercy, obviously anticipates some of the sand in his 
mouth. To look at the picture, it is hard to believe that 
the models were only play-acting. Hard, perhaps, because 
they weren’t. Howell didn’t tell the girl to let the sand 
dribble into the boy’s mouth; in fact, he distinctly told 
her to let it fall on her victim’s chin. But with Conant 
grinning expectantly and both models laughing, anyone 
could predict what would happen to the girl’s aim. 
Meanwhile, the flash units blinked mechanically as fast 
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This test shot, right, is typical of 
hundreds that Conant shoots in 
search of new modeling talent, 
usable picture ideas.

as Herb could pull the slides on 8 x 10 filmholders 
loaded with Ektachrome. . . . 

As a rule, a commercial or advertising shot differs 
from an editorial fashion picture in point of approach. 
In a commercial shot of a dress, for instance, Howell 
feels that the person he is really shooting for is the house- 
wife who will visualize the dress on herself. She wants 
to know exactly how every detail has been designed. The 
problem in this type of picture is not so much to create 
a mood or atmosphere for the model as to figure out the 
most effective way to merchandise the dress. 

In an editorial fashion picture, the actual details of a 
$500 dress (perhaps the only one of its kind) are usually 
of secondary importance to the eye-catching entertain- 
ment value of the picture. Since the client wants a pic- 
ture with prestige appeal, everything about it—the model, 
setting, mood, action—has to look real and natural. 
“This kind of a picture,” says Howell, “is an acid test 
of a photographer’s ingenuity. Since he can seldom take 
time to go on location for the setting and atmosphere he 
needs, everything from a convincing background to the 
right quality of simulated daylight has to be manufac- 
tured in the studio.” 

An advertising agency or art director seldom offers 
Conant a sketch to go by. Instead, they outline the pur-

HOWELL CONANT SETS UP AN

“What 
we’re after,” he explained, 
“is a black-and-white test 
shot that will be promising 
enough to be worth re- 
shooting in color for either 
an editorial beauty page or 
a commercial cosmetic ad.” 


Howell liked Janet’s hair- 
do and base make-up. Be- 
cause he planned to make 
test shots on pan film with 
electronic flash illumina- 
tion, he suggested a bright 
red shade of lipstick, lots of 
eye shadow. To help em- 
phasize the width of the 
eyes, he penciled in a short 
line at the outer corners. 





In the studio, Myron Miller, 
right, had set up a back- 
ground bearing a faint pat- 
tern of brick-like indenta- 
tions. In the foreground, 
Howell and Myron suspend- 
ed a piece of coarse mesh 
wire bent into a shallow 
“S”. The out-of-focus mesh 
and background patterns, 
Howell felt, might lend 
the picture a somewhat in- 
triguing abstract quality. 
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Instead of using his larg- 
est electronic flash units, 
Howell decided to experi- 
ment with three 200-watt 
second Ascor units having 
AC batteries and built-in 
chargers. In this picture, 
left, he is setting up the 
key light. The flare comes 
from the modelling light. 


Thinking at first in terms 
of a picture rather high in 
key, Howell turned the 
main light directly upon 
Janet, used white props 
consisting of an ordinary 
bowl and pitcher. This was 
to be a head and shoulders 
shot; Janet’s skirt and the 
stool wouldn’t show in the 
cropped, enlarged print. 


To illuminate the back- 
ground, Myron placed a 
second flash unit on the 
floor. Howell began shoot- 
ing with a Rollei on a tri- 
pod, exposing at f/16 on 
Plus-X film. A third light 
(the fill) is on a stand in 
front of Myron. It is aimed 
ceilingward in order to 
provide only bounce light. 


The tripod limited Howell’s 
freedom of movement so he 
tried hand-holding the cam- 
era. Here he is having Janet 
lift her chin and brush 
back a wisp of hair. Thus 
far he hasn’t found a pose 
he particularly likes. No- 
tice the fill light at his left. 





The short focal length of 
the Rollei didn’t produce 
the out-of-focus foreground 
and background effect How- 
ell wanted. Here he is ad- 
justing the tilting front of 
a 5 x 7 Amsco camera 
fitted with a 10-in. Ektar. 


After opening the lens wide, 
Howell made further ad- 
justments of the tilting 
front until the groundglass 
image of the mesh provided 
him an out-of-focus pattern. 


When Howeil raised the 
camera higher, he got the 
foreground effect he want- 
ed but the background pat- 
tern was lost completely. He 
made a few shots this way, 
then substituted a Hassel- 
blad camera with a 135mm 
focal length lens. For a pic- 
ture made with the latter, 
please turn to pages 60, 61.

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pose of a picture they have in mind—and let it go at 
that. It is then up to Howell and his co-workers to 
kick the problem around until they come up with an 
idea. When the idea has been approved by the client, 
they begin making test shots of models. Sometimes 
as many as twenty-four models are tested for a pic- 
ture in which only one model will appear. Since the 
models for an important account are usually photo- 
graphed on 5 x 7 or 8 x 10 Ektachrome, Howell fig- 
ures that test shots cost him an average of about $10 
per model for materials alone. 

Conant doesn’t select his models on a basis of pho- 
togenic beauty alone. “The model is the very guts of 
an important picture,” he says emphatically. “Even 
in New York, talented new models are harder to 
find than new clients. To be worth the $35 an hour 
the better models earn, a girl has to be intelligent and 
human enough to understand the mood the photog- 
rapher is trying to create. A fashion model is a stylist 
in her own right, selected not only because of her 
looks but also because of her ability to interpret the 
mood or situation required for the photograph.” 

Approximately one out of every four pictures that 
Howell shoots has nothing to do with an existing 
market for the picture. More often than not it starts 
out as a problem. “I get to thinking about a technical 
problem in lighting or background effects and decide 
to solve it just for fun,” he explains. “Then before 
I know it, the fool thing begins to suggest com- 
mercial possibilities and winds up in “The Book.’ ” 

The Book is a ledger in which Howell and Myron 
(in the best Navy tradition) carefully record the de- 
tails of every important setup they devise. Some of 
these are “gimmicky” shots—Christmas-tree lights 
and blobs of poster paint on a background, for in- 
stance, which give an out-of-focus impression of a city 
street at night. The experiments which receive care- 
ful diagrams and measurements, however, are those 
showing where the electronic flash units were placed 
and aimed to simulate anything from crisp sum- 
mer sunlight to the soft, hazy light of a winter dusk. 

No more a faddist than he is a stylist, Howell uses 
electronic flash for strictly practical reasons. Com- 
pared with ordinary flash, it is a softer light; com- 
pared with incandescent light it is cool, consistent, 
and much closer to the color balance of daylight- 
type color film.

new ideas about an old favorite.... 
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BY ARTHUR ROTHSTEIN, Chief Photographer, Look 


A CAMERA of great versatility, the Speed Graphic is used by 93.9% 
of the nation’s news photographers (according to a survey made 
by Graflex, Inc., Rochester, N. Y., manufacturer of the Graphic). 
It has become the badge of the press photographer and without a 
doubt has been present at more news events of the 20th century 
than any other device for conveying information to the public. 

The acceptance and continued use of the Speed Graphic by the 
newsmen is a testimonial to its outstanding characteristics— 
ruggedness and dependability. Amateurs, too, use the camera ex- 
tensively for they know that professional use is an unusually thor- 
ough proving ground for the durability and performance of 
any photographic equipment. 

Because the 4 x 5 size is the one in most common use, and the 
focal plane shutter is one of the camera’s outstanding character- 
istics. this discussion will deal primarily with the 4 x 5 Pacemaker 
Speed Graphic. However, much of the information also applies to 
the other models of the Graphic. (There are also 214 x 314 and 
314, x 414, Speed Graphics, three sizes of Crown Graphics without 
focal plane shutter, and a 244 x 314 Mahoganite Century Graphic. ) 

This article is not intended as a handbook on how to use the 
camera. Instead, it will consider some of the problems facing the 
user of the Graphic and suggest how they may be overcome. It will 
explain the use of some of the more ingenious accessories. Most 
important, it will show you how to get the most out of the camera 
by exploiting its frequently ignored potentialities, and by simple 
modifications (any competent repairman can make them). 

All Speed Graphics evolved from the hand cameras first made 
in the 1890’s by the Folmer & Schwing Mfg. Co., New York City. 
In 1905 this firm was purchased by Eastman Kodak Co., moved 
to Rochester, and operated as a division of Kodak until 1926 when 
the separate Folmer Graflex Corp. was formed. In 1945 the name 
was changed to Graflex, Inc. 

The camera began to assume its present form in 1912 when the 
focal plane shutter became an integral part of the first Speed 
Graphic. The action-stopping ability of this shutter, with a wide 
range of speeds up to 1/1,000 sec., was eagerly accepted by news 
photographers. By 1928, the Speed Graphic was the standard cam- 
era for the nation’s newspapers. 

The Pacemaker series of the Graphic was introduced in 1947. 
The box is of metal braced Honduras mahogany, covered with 
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Ingenious accessories add much to its versatility; 





GRAFLARGER BACK: With this outfit (price, $39.75), the camera that took the picture can be converted into an enlarger. 
Essential parts are a negative carrier, special Aristo Cold Light grid and transformer (for 110 volts A.C. only). The Graf- 
larger can be used as a horizontal enlarger, or vertically on a sturdy tripod. Most convenient is a stand ($19.50). According 
to Graflex technicians, the camera’s lenses are suitable for enlarging purposes under usual operating conditions. 


GRAFMATIC FILM HOLDER: This remarkable 
device was designed to give the photographer the 
rapid film changing feature of film pack with 
the flatness, economy and ease of handling of cut 
film. The holder takes six sheets of 4 x 5 cut film, 
each sheet being supported in its own individual 
metal septum (photo 4). The septums must be 
loaded and placed in the holder in darkness. 
When fully assembled, the holder takes up about 
the same space as a standard film pack adapter. 
Although some care must be taken to keep the 
mechanism clean and to avoid bending the sep- 
tums in loading, all things considered the holder 
is a reliable, easy to use accessory. Price, $24.95. 
















POLAROID BACK: A special adaptation of 
the Polaroid camera has been developed 
which fits onto the back of the Graphic. 
Aside from the obvious use to make pic- 
tures in a minute through the Graphic’s 
lens and shutter (a heavy combination, 
however), many special uses have been de- 
vised.

GRAPHIC ROLL HOLDER: Great economies in color work, 
particularly portraiture, can be had by using 120 roll film 
in this adapter ($23.95). Once loaded and set to No. 1, film 
is advanced by turning a knob; it stops automatically at the 
correct point. Available in 214 x 2%4 or 214 x 34 sizes. 
Parallax errors are critical, so focusing must be accurate. 
For this, viewfinder masks of various sizes are available. 














black simulated leather, and weighs about 5 
pounds without lens. Various modifications have 
been made since 1947, the most important being 
the Graflok back. This permits quick removal of 
the entire focusing screen and hood, and the film 
holder retaining springs, to allow the equally fast 
connection of any of a whole series of accessories 
developed for the camera (see pages 64, 65). So 
successful has this design been that some other 
photographic manufacturers have adopted a back 
similar to the Graflok as standard for their cam- 
eras and other equipment. 

The camera bellows, of synthetic material, has 
an extension of 12% in. This is just about twice 
the focal length of standard lenses for the cam- 
era. The double extension permits close-ups with 
life size image (1:1 ratio) of the subject, use of 
long focal length lenses, or supplementary lenses. 

The most popular press lens for the Speed 
Graphic is an £/4.7 of about 51 in. focal length. 
Newsmen prefer this to the “normal” 6% in. lens 
for its slightly wider angle of view and greater 
depth of field, permitting pictures in tight spots. 
However, these lenses will not cover the negative 
sharply at full aperture, and a certain amount of 
distortion is introduced by their short focal length. 

Basic price of a Speed Graphic ($280.50 to 
$321 depending upon lens and shutter) includes 
camera, lens and one cut film holder. Graflex 
will equip it with a Kalart ($32.95) or Hugo 
Meyer ($31.50) rangefinder, coupling it to your 
lens. Many photographers would like to see 
a Graphic with integral rangefinder adjustable 
to couple with normal, wide angle or telephoto 
lenses. Incidentally, many newsmen still depend 
heavily on the accurate focusing scale, which 
ordinarily is calibrated for the particular lens on 
the camera. 

Holding the weighty Speed Graphic correctly 
is an important aspect of its operation. The main 
thing is to be comfortable and steady. The cam- 
era is held by many press photographers in a 
characteristic manner. The left foot is placed for- 
ward and at right angles to the right foot. The 
left elbow juts down into the hip and the left 
hand is placed under the bed of the camera with 
the fingertips curling over the front of the bed. 
The box rests almost on the left shoulder. The 
right hand is free to wind the shutter, change 
film holders and make other adjustments. This 
provides an extremely steady support and with 
practice fairly long exposures may be made. 

A generation ago, when news photography was 
a more rough and tough profession, the Speed 
Graphic frequently made an excellent weapon for 
the self-defense of the cameraman. It has just 
enough weight and sufficiently sharp protruding 
metal parts to inflict considerable damage on a 
belligerent subject. The camera was also used very 
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Some lesser-known but extremely useful features 


LENS ECONOMIES: Because the Speed 
Graphic has a focal plane shutter, 
lenses fitted in barrels can be mounted 
on the lensboard and used. This saves 
both the expense and bulk of shutters, 
which can be considerable in the case 
of wide aperture, long focal length or 
telephoto lenses. It also makes it possi- 
ble to use lenses of enormous length and 
diameter for which no shutters exist. 


OFFSET LENSBOARD: Frequently when using 
a wide-angle lens in a confined area one 
wants to raise the lensboard, cut out some 
foreground and get more of the top of the 
subject in. But, due to the short focal length 
lens, the lensboard is inside the camera body 
and can’t be raised.

efficiently as a means for obtaining an exclusive 
scoop picture. Flanked by rivals, the photographer 
who was unscrupulous enough to use such 
methods would raise the camera to his eye at 
the exact instant of exposure, and simultaneously 
with the release of the shutter raise his right 
elbow to throw one rival off balance and step 
smartly on the instep of the man at his left. For- 
tunately, such practices are no longer used and 
press photographers’ associations have trans- 
formed the news photographer into a polite, con- 


‘genial, and gracious gentleman. 


The builders of the Speed Graphic are justi- 
fiably proud of its record in news coverage. But, 
some photographers feel that the adjective “speed” 
in Speed Graphic no longer applies, that the 
camera has limitations which make it difficult to 
achieve the modern picture story concept of news 
coverage. When things are popping, the man with 
the 35mm or twin-lens reflex can shoot faster than 
his colleague with the bigger camera. (However, 
the 4x 5 film does lend itself to extremely fast, 
trouble free processing and print making. Ed.) 
Ironically, some of the features that made the 
Graphic famous contribute to this situation. 

Take, for example, the focal plane shutter, a 
mechanism of classic simplicity and durability. 
It is made of a single sheet of rubberized nylon 
wound on a roller like a window blind. Across it 
are spaced an “open” position and three speed 
slits of various widths through which light passes 
to expose the film. Speeds (to 1/1000 sec.) are 
controlled by a selector and by winding the shut- 
ter key (top right in photo 6) to bring the proper 
speed slit into use. In conjunction with film pack 
it’s a logical choice for fast action. But, unless 
the dark slide is reinserted before cocking the 
shutter each time, the speed slits will pass light 
and ruin the film. For a “fast” sequence of three 
exposures the dark slide must be handled six 
times, with consequent delay and chance of fatal 
error. Although the Grafmatic holder (photo 5) 
gets around this, even when that ingenious device 
(or an ordinary cut film holder) is used, failure 
to maintain correct shutter cocking sequence may 
mean a ruined film. 

When using the front shutter, the back one 
must be kept open, and vice versa. If you fail to 
observe this rule, many of your great pictures 
will be made on shutter blades or curtains instead 
of on film. A foolproof interlock to prevent such 
disasters would be helpful. 

Wishing for future improvements is fine, but 
getting the most from the present camera is more 
important. Start now at page 64, for six pages 
devoted to what can be done with that remarkable 
device, the Speed Graphic.—THE END

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Compose the scene and focus the camera.

Although most people associate the Speed Graphic solely 
with press photography it was designed to do a lot more. It 
has an Ektalite field lens to spread the illumination evenly 
on the ground glass, for ease of focusing by that method. 
In skilled hands it can do things usually expected only of a 
view camera. The front rises, shifts laterally, and tilts; in 
each case not an extreme movement but enough to handle 
many problems which would be insoluble without movements. 

For example, scenes to be photographed with the Graphic 
frequently include everything from infinity to a foreground 
object no more than three feet away. It is impossible to get 
it all into sharp focus simply by stopping down the lens. 
Even if it could be done at £/64, exposures would be ex- 
cessive, particularly with color. In such a situation, if the 
lens can be tilted slightly forward (down) about its own axis, 
its depth of field can be shifted to create a plane of sharp 
focus including everything from the immediate foreground 
to. infinity. This can be achieved with the lens at moderate 
aperture—f/8 or f/11—and without distortion of perspec- 
tive. This is one of the most useful lens movements. Occa- 
sionally, it may be necessary to tilt the lens backwards (up) 
on its axis in order to achieve maximum depth of field, but 
it is an uncommon situation. 

The lensboard of the Graphic may be tilted backward (up) 
on its axis, but not forward (down). Any forward tilt is pre- 
vented by a small stop (No. 6, photo 1, page 63) which pro- 
vides a reference point to insure that the lensboard is 
exactly parallel to the film plane during ordinary picture 
taking. Even without the stop the lensboard could not tilt 
far forward, due to the design of the front standard. The 
Graflex method of forward lens tilting is shown in photos 
14-17. This method works, but if you take many pictures 
requiring forward lens tilt you may find the procedure cum- 
bersome and discouraging. Here is a simple modification 
designed by Mopern’s staff which will help you avoid that 
trouble. It should be done only by a competent camera repair- 
man as it requires some cutting. 

The purpose of the modification is to permit both for- 
ward and backward tilt of the lens on its axis. Full forward 
tilt is achieved simply by turning the lens standard 180°. 
For backward tilt it is necessary to relocate the tilt locks 
(No. 7, photo 1). This is done by drilling a pair of holes in 
the front standard (arrow, photo 18). Keep the holes to 
minimum size to avoid weakening the frame. Scribe marks 
must be drawn on the front standard and the lensboard frame 
to locate the exact vertical position of the lensboard. The 
small tilt stop is removed; the lensboard may then tilt fore 
and aft as in photo 19. Note that when the tilt locks are in 
the modified location moderate tilt in either direction may 
be had. For extreme forward tilt (photo 20) the locks must 
be. placed in their original locations. With the camera on 
its side, the modification permits lens tilt to right or left 
for scenes in which the very close point is at the side.

let your model grow! 


HOW OFTEN do you take pictures of children? Sporadi- 
cally? Only for special events? When someone asks you 
to do so? Not Swedish photographer Karl W. Gullers. 

“As soon as our first child arrived,” he explains, “I 
decided to make her the most photographed infant in 
the country.” 

Gullers’ decision was a wise one photographically. 
Since he started picturing them almost as soon as they 
were born, his children (he has five) never became cam- 
era conscious. They grew up regarding the camera as an 
integral part of their daily routine. The warm, natural 
pictures that Gullers was able to secure did more than 
just sit in the family albums too. He began to sell pic- 
tures of his children to magazines. But trouble devel- 
oped—after the second child, that is: 

“There came a lull,” explains Gullers. “A certain pic- 
ture editor told me quite seriously that it was about time 
we arranged for a few more models—the two existing 
ones were getting too well known in the magazines.” 
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Finally, with five models from which to choose—all of 
different ages—he was able to satisfy all photo requests. 

But Gullers is not the photographer who waits until 
he gets a specific order for a photograph. Although he 
is actually an industrial photographer by profession, he’s 
an amateur at heart. The pictures of his children were 
taken more to record their growth than to sell. And he 
didn’t only shoot the important events in their lives. 
True, in looking over his files, you’ll find excellent pic- 
tures of the children in a nurse’s arms shortly after 
birth—or during the christening ceremony. But the best 
pictures are those perceptive instants when an important 
event is not going on and a child is not a small creature 
in a grownup world, but just a child in a child’s world. 
Gullers has very definite ideas on how this can be 
accomplished : 

“It’s a good idea to work on the supposition that a 
child should never be posed. Get your children interested 
in the camera right from the start. That’s a sure way to 











overcome babyish dislike of the ‘black box.’ And when 
they are old enough to learn what it’s for, buy them a 
cheap camera and let them experiment themselves. It 
worked like a charm with my kids. Two of them own 
cameras and very seldom in their lives has a picture been 
spoiled through camera shyness.” 


Just like candy 


After getting the children to accept the camera as part 
of their lives, says Gullers, the next step is to get them 
interested in being photographed. He suggests that the 
photographer approach the problem as if making a pic- 
ture is akin to giving a bar of candy. 

“Build up the photography angle,” explains Gullers, 
“until the chance of appearing in yet another picture is 
considered a reward for good behavior. If you don’t 
tell the child how and when you are going to take the 
picture, it seems to add an extra bit of excitement and 
interest.” 

Gullers insists that the photographer should always 
keep the camera within reach. He adds that children are 
not subjects reserved solely for summer beach scenes, 
picnics and family groups. They should be photographed 
in their own environment, their everyday routine, and as 
often as possible. 

“If I don’t take the Gullers gang at least once a week, 


my wife complains that I am neglecting them. And 
that’s really how it should be in the homes of all cam- 
eramen.” 

Gullers does not put much stock in elaborate technical 
setups for pictures of children. He works with a Rollei- 
flex and Super-XX film. He uses flash occasionally when 
there isn’t quite enough light to make the grade with 
natural illumination. 

“This generally pays off, when children are con- 
cerned,” he says. “I do find a floodlight or two useful 
occasionally. This often destroys the effect, unfortunately. 
Most youngsters get self-conscious under bright lights; 
others get hypnotized by the floods and no amount of 
coaxing will put them at ease.” 


Working indoors 


When working indoors, Gullers normally uses a tripod 
and experiments with a few angles. “But it often hap- 
pens,” he adds, “that I hit a much bigger jackpot when 
I just seize a chance, grab my camera and shoot.” 

Why does Gullers take pictures of his children after 
coming home from a day’s work as a professional? It’s 
quite simple as he put it: 

“T find it’s a relaxation from making industrial pho- 
tographs. I get more fun out of it than anything else I 
do. And that’s all there really is to say.” —Joseph Crayon 








<] There are other animals besides cats 
and dogs which, with children, will make 
an appealing picture. Ingela always liked 
animals, but sheep were her very favor- 
ites when she was three years old. As 
usual, a Rolleiflex, loaded with Super- 
XX, was used. The exposure was 1/100 
at £/5.6. Green filter lightened foliage. 


Children in a bathtub are especially easy 
to photograph. The white enamel and 
porcelain makes a natural reflector, dis- 
persing the light evenly. Try letting the 
child play in the bathtub completely un- 
aware of the camera until the very mo- 
ment you wish to make the photograph.

WHAT DOES IT TAKE for an amateur to sell pictures and 
become a successful free-lance photographer? Editors, 
professional photographers and picture agents all agree 
that making good pictures is only the first half of the 
job. It’s the second half—getting the right pictures to the 
right editor at the right time which makes all the dif- 
ference between collecting rejectior. slips or checks. The 
beginning free-lance photographer who knows this has 
already outdistanced nine-tenths of his competition—in- 
cluding many whose pictures are just as good as his own. 

There’s a wide gap between the amateur and profes- 
sional approach. The amateur takes his pictures hap- 
hazardly and then tries to sell them. The professional 
looks at the problem more practically. He studies maga- 
zines which use his style of work. Long before he shoots, 
he has two or three possible markets in mind for a specific 
set of photographs. The package he mails in contains 
properly wrapped pictures (usually 8 x 10 glossies) , ad- 
dressed to a picture buyer who uses exactly that type of 
material. Whether he sends work to a magazine, adver- 
tising agency, or firm which uses photographs for pro- 
motion, his approach—thorough analysis of the market 
ahead of time—is always the same. 

This doesn’t mean duplicating pictures which have 
already appeared (unless you want to make sure that you 
collect rejection slips). Every time a national magazine 
runs an interesting picture feature, the editor (and his 
fellow editors on competing magazines) are flooded with 
set after set of photographs which copy the published 
work. If one of these “copiers” had picked a different 
subject, using the published feature only as a guide to 
the type of material and treatment preferred by the maga- 
zine, he might have made a sale. 

Even pictures tailored to an editor’s requirements will 
be rejected if they don’t reach the market at the right 
time. Seasonal photographs—Christmas, vacations, back- 
to-school, Hallowe’en and all pictures which are dated— 
are selected up to six months before the magazine appears 
on the newsstands. This timing is particularly important 
with color since such features are usually planned first 
and color plates take longer to make. 

If you don’t learn professional timing your material 
might just as well stay at home, where you can gripe 
with real justification that your pictures are just as good 
as those which appeared in magazines. 

Mastering the professional approach needn’t be a mat- 
ter of trial and error. Fortunately much of the common 
sense of free-lancing has been collected in the revised edi- 
tion of Where & How to Sell Your Pictures,* by Arvel W. 
Ahlers, Executive Editor of MoperRN PHoTocRApHy.

“I rarely take a picture unless I have a definite 
idea about where I can place it. Usually I slant shots 
towards specific outlets. These may include maga- 
zines, trade journals, or even ad agencies, which 
use mood pictures to sell a product. When I first 
started to sell photographs I weeded out my port- 
folio, assembled the things that seemed to fit to- 
gether. Then I made a list of possible markets for 
them. Soon I began to examine the market situation 
before shooting. It was purely instinctive. Since | 
felt happiest doing non-studio work, I concentrated 
on that. As I went along I learned from accepted and 
rejected work that all the pictures I sold had a 
strong mood or emotional quality. This suited me 
fine, as I liked to make this type of picture best.”

MAGAZINE EDITOR 


Sey Chassler, Associate Editor of Collier’s and 
Editor of Collier’s Color Camera, says: 


“If you want to photograph for magazines, for- 
sake all other fields. You can’t expect to toss off a 
magazine illustration once in a while and come to be 
known eventually as a magazine photographer. The 
rules are simple: pick out the kind of work you 
want to do for it (stories or illustrations); read the 
magazine, because reading will tell you the state of 
mind and the point of view of the magazine; photo- 
graph one or two stories or illustrations you'd like 
to do for the magazine; send the pictures to the edi- 
tor. If you’re interested in selling picture stories, 
send them in to the magazine, along with a detailed 
outline of other photographic stories you have in 
mind; wait for the editor’s answer, and when it 
comes, study his remarks carefully. Then, try again.” 


PICTURE AGENT 


Charles Rado, head of Rapho-Guillumette pic- 
ture agency in New York City, says:

“Salesmanship is only one facet of a picture 
agent’s work. His daily routine includes a variety of 
services, ranging as the case may be from the dis- 
cussion of an idea to actual assistance on a job. In 
relationship to an out-of-town photographer, the 
picture agent’s chief function is that of interpreter: 
of the needs and requirements of buyers to his pho- 
tographer; of the photographer’s talent and work 
to his client. 

As a rule, a young photographer has a better 
chance to fit in with an agency if he covers a region 
away from such centers as New York and Holly- 
wood, and covers it with an eye for what it offers in 
the way of human interest, sports, scenic beauties, 
and features which are characteristic of the area.” 
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HOW TO CAPTION & MAIL PRINTS 


Editors like neat, easy-to-read captions attached to 
flat prints either of two ways shown above. Left, 
caption has been taped to bottom of print. Right, cap- 
tion has been taped to the back of the photograph. 


Next place prints between two pieces of smooth-faced 
corrugated cardboard inserts and fasten with rubber 
bands as shown above. Don’t use tape. Make sure that 
cardboard pieces extend slightly beyond the prints. 


Don’t forget return postage. A self-addressed stamped 
envelope, or self-addressed label with attached stamps 
should be enclosed in the manila mailing envelope 
containing your prints. A brief letter is optional. 
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Nearly 1,000 markets plus their requirements are listed. 
And there are over 30 pages of the kind of advice you 
would get from photographers, editors, and agents if 
they could take the time to sit down with you and go over 
your work and marketing procedures. For instance— 


What can you do if you’re unknown? 


The field of free-lance photography is far from over- 
crowded for the photographer who knows how to sell 
his pictures. “Under normal circumstances ...a known 
photographer enjoys very little edge over an unknown 
as far as ‘name’ alone is concerned,” but “he has studied 
the art of marketing his pictures so thoroughly that he 
is always a few jumps ahead of his competition.” If the 
beginner wishes to compete on the same level, he must 
analyze the market and learn to apply the following pro- 
fessional techniques: 1. Browse through a market guide 
and “make a list of possible markets for each of the sev- 
eral categories of subject matter you think you might 
be able to produce.” 2. Study one or more copies of each 
publication you have listed. If these aren’t available at 
your local library or newsstand, write to the circulation 
manager of each magazine for copies. 3. Analyze these 
magazines according to the actual number of photo- 
graphs used in an issue, the number of pictures devoted 
to each general type of subject matter, the interpretive 
approach of the pictures, i.e., what the pictures have to 
say about people and/or events. 


What about color? 


The same approach applies to color. But if you want 
to sell transparencies there’s the old question of picture 
size. Are 35mm slides acceptable? A large section on 
color in this revised book points out that only a few 
national magazines make use of this small size. Most 
picture buyers (for books, calendars, etc., as well as for 
magazines) find it easier to get good reproduction from 
larger transparencies. For many publications a 4 x 5 
transparency is the minimum—for a few, 244 x 214. The 
field of color, however, poses some unique problems for 
the free-lance. Must you send your original and irreplace- 
able transparency? Duplicates are not satisfactory be- 
cause there is too much loss of detail. So the answer is 
yes. What you can do to assure the safety of your origi- 
nal, however, is package material carefully, insure it 
going—and coming—and be certain that your name and 
address is taped to each transparency you send. 


Movies, stereo and film strips 


In addition to the new section on color, the revised 
edition also has material on “Off Trail” markets; how to 
sell 16mm movies for private, industrial, newsreel, or 
TV use; where you can market stereo slides; what it takes 
to produce saleable film strips (short lengths of 35mm 
stills widely used in education, promotion and sales). 
Stereo slides, familiar for personal record, can be made 
for commercial customers as well. Literally hundreds of 
firms are sending salesmen equipped with stereo slides 
instead of samples or brochures out into the field. Real 
estate men use stereo in selling houses. For the alert free- 
lance, customers are every- (Continued on page 116)

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THE CLOWN 
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THE CIRCUS seems to have, with all of its glitter and 
action, a special attraction for amateur photographers. 
Cameras are almost as numerous in the circus stands as 
pink cotton candy. And why not? There are elephants, 
trapeze artists, beautiful girls—and clowns. 


Leo Stashin, a young New York photographer, has been 
working on a circus series for two years. For two sea- 


sons, as the Ringling Bros. and Barnum & Bailey Cir- 
cus opened its annual cross-country trek at Madison 
Square Garden, Stashin went behind the scenes into the 
dressing rooms. He came to know the clowns very well, 
their personalities, their problems, their moments of 
relaxation and tension. And he photographed them as 
they were—as human beings preparing for a difficult 
daily job, making people laugh. The result was an evoca- 
tive presentation of the clown. Not the individual clown, 





not the clown tumbling gaily around the circus track, 
but the clown as an idea. 


The idea of the clown has always been an inspiration 
for the best of creative artists. In film: Chaplin in Lime- 
light, Jannings in The Blue Angel; in opera: Pagliacci; 
in painting: Rouault, Picasso and so many more. One 
thing these interpreters have in common: the clown, re- 
gardless of his surface gaiety, is pictured as a sad, 
lonely man. The great clown always has an element of 
pathos mixed with his rambunctious actions. He is a 
creature of exaggeration—the mouth accentuated to a 
tragic grimace or a precious cupid’s bow, the mas- 
caraed eyes dripping black tears larger than life, the feet 
flaunting gunboat shoes. 


We laugh not with him, but at him. He is the one who 








slips on a banana peel, is chased by a pig. It is his face 
in which the cigar explodes. He is the victim; we are 
the superior viewers. For one laughing moment, the 
tragi-comedy of life hits someone else, not us. And all 
of this is present in Stashin’s photographs, which 
deviate from the photographic norm of high action, peak 
comedy, to give us a different insight to the clown. 


Although Stashin has been taking photographs since 
1938, he feels that he has been working seriously for 
“just a little over a year.” He is one of a growing group 
of photographers who work completely in natural light. 
depending upon fast lenses, fast films to aid their natu- 
ralistic approach. Most of these photographs, by the way. 
are full negatives. Stashin doesn’t direct expression. He in- 
volves himself with his material, gets to know it intimate- 
ly, then finds the picture situation which will best visualize 
his reaction. These photographs were taken with two cam- 
eras—a Contax with an f/2 lens and a Canon with an 
{/1.8—used at maximum apertures.—Jacquelyn Judge

FILTERS cost little and look unimportant, but they are 
mighty potent. Even the most innocuous appearing one 
can do great things for your pictures, if used properly. 
In black-and-white photography filters are usually help- 
ful, sometimes absolutely necessary. For color pictures 


filters are even more important; many times it would be 
a waste of film, time and effort to try to take the picture 


without the proper filter. But, there are literally scores 
of filters, with a bewildering variety of names and sym- 
bols which have been picked largely at random. 

Of this lot, the majority have little to do with every- 
day photography; they are for special situations and 
purposes. The really important filters are few in num-

to show at a glance several things: First, the kind of con- 
ditions for which a filter is a must, or at least highly 
desirable. Second, the specific filter recommended for 
that situation. Third, the names of the different manu- 
facturers who make such filters and the exact name or 
symbol by which each manufacturer identifies a par- 
ticular type of filter. (You will find that some filters have 
as many aliases as a racketeer.) 

Although some filter charts have tried to present every 
possible use for every possible combination of filter, film 
and light source (with resultant confusion) these charts 
do exactly the opposite. 

For example, in everyday black-and-white photog- 
raphy about 99 percent of all filter use will be for pic- 
tures outdoors. So, the chart below has been confined to 


outdoor photography. In color photography the type of 
light source is an important factor. So, on pages 86-87 the 
charts consider the five most important types of natural 
and artificial light, in combination with appropriate 
films and filters. 

Although the purposes to which filters are put remain 
pretty much the same, that can’t be said for the list of 
filters. A slight change in product by a color film manu- 
facturer can make worthless a whole stock of filters. 
Makers of filters expand or shrink their lists, invent new 
ones or new uses for old ones. More than 20 changes, 
deletions, and additions were made in last year’s Filter 
Guide to bring it up to date. (Continued on page 108)

MOST USEFUL FILTERS (BETWEEN HEAVY RULES); WHO MAKES THEM 
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WHAT'S AHEAD? 





In two of my previous columns (No- 
vember 1951 and January 1952) I dis- 
cussed the principles of flying spot 
scanning devices and suggested ways 
in which flying spot scanning could be 
adapted to advantage in photography. 
Recently the National Bureau of 
Standards in Washington described an 
experimental optical-electronic system 
which has been constructed for visual 
image studies that embodies the flying 
spot scanning technique. In the Bu- 
reau’s report it is stated that the ex- 
perimental device will facilitate the 
study of visual perception and the rec- 
ognition of patterns, and also holds 
promise for having a number of useful 
applications in engineering and pho- 
tography. 

Perhaps the most unique claim made 
by the National Bureau of Standards 
for the new optical-electronic device 
is its capability of producing fairly 
sharp images from blurred images. 
Before we can discuss just how this is 
accomplished it is necessary to review 
the general operation of the system. 

The-schematic drawing below shows 
the basic elements of the scanner. 
A moving spot of light is provided by 
the scanning oscilloscope. By means 
of a focusing lens and condenser lens, 
the moving spot is directed through a 
photographic transparency to a photo- 
multiplier tube. 

Editor’s note: The term “transparency” 
is used here in its broadest meaning. A 
black-and-white film negative, for ex- 
ample, is a transparency, as opposed 
to an opaque paper print. Hither nega- 
tive or positive images could be used

in the optical-electronic device pro- 
vided they are in a form suitable for 
transmitting tight through them. 

The moving spot of light very rapid- 
ly traces the entire transparency, thus 
generating varying electrical signals 
via the phototube. These signals are 
amplified and fed back to the intensity 
control of the cathode-ray tube. This 
causes the image of the transparency 
to be produced on the screen of the 
scanning oscilloscope. The same sig- 
nals from the phototube are alsc ap- 
plied to another amplifier which is con- 
nected to an independent cathode-ray 
tube which is labeled “slave oscillo- 
scope”. The moving spot of the latter 
scans the face of the tube in synchro- 
nization with the motion of the spot on 
the scanning oscilloscope. Modifying 
circuits are incorporated in the ampli- 
fier for the slave oscilloscope which en- 
ables the image produced by this scope 
to be altered at will. The modifications 
introduced at this point, plus the nega- 
tive feedback to the scanning oscillo- 
scope, make it possible to improve the 
tone rendition of the original picture 
and also make it possible to sharpen 
an unsharp photograph. 

The sharpening is accomplished by 
modifying the waveform of the signal 
applied to the slave oscilloscope. It can 
be shown mathematically that the 
electrical processes are capable of pro- 
ducing a first approximation to a cor- 
rectly focused picture even when 
working from an original that was 
incorrectly focused. Examples of this 
are shown at the right.

To the expert, this is the real story of 
Kodak “Royal Pan" Film.

Good quality, and especially color 
correction, is essential. The reputation of 
the manufacturer is your best assurance of 
quality. Speed comes next. On miniature 
cameras, a speed of //3.5 covers the needs of 
most users. For action work under difficult 


Every Kodak camera is an integrated design; the parts and 
features work together as a unit. However, for convenience, 
let’s discuss the primary camera features one by one: 


light, //2 is preferable. But most pictures, in 
daylight or with flash, are taken at lens set- 
tings of //4.5 or smaller. 

A good working rule: buy all the lens 
quality you can afford, but only the speed 
you actually need. For example, if you don’t 
really need //2, then a Kodak Signet 35 with 
its unsurpassed Kodak Ektar //3.5 Lens 
may be the best of all buys for you. 





Shutters. A fine lens is normally put into a 
shutter of equal quality, and the speed range 
of the shutter is generally related to the 
speed range of the lens. If you are an action- 
picture enthusiast, the ultra-speed Synchro 
Rapid 800 Shutter of the Kodak Chevron 
Camera may be ideal for you. However, 
most users find a top speed of 1/300 second 
(as on the Signet 35 and Kodak Bantam RF 
Camera) is adequate. The great majority of 





all pictures are taken at speeds of 1/25 to 
1/100 second; this includes nearly all photo- 
flash shots. 

Bear in mind that the more speeds and 
the wider the speed range, the more your 
shutter will cost you. That’s why it’s wise 
to study your needs carefully and make your 
choice to fit them. All modern fine-camera 
shutters, of course, have built-in flash 
synchronization. 








Handling. The camera should “feel” right 
in your hands. Each Kodak camera is de- 
signed for good balance, and controls are 
carefully placed for convenience. It is par- 
ticularly important that the shutter release 
be placed so that you can keep a firm grip 
on the camera and trip the shutter with no 
jiggling. 


Focusing. Close-up focusing is important, 
especially for color. A good camera will 
permit this. The Kodak Signet 35 focuses to 
2 feet; the Kodak Pony 135, Pony 828, and 
Bantam RF to 214 feet; the Kodak Retina 
IIa and Chevron to 314 feet. 

Most of the finer Kodak cameras have 
ball-bearing focusing mounts, for smooth- 
ness and precision. Most also have focus- 


coupled rangefinders, for measuring dis- 
tance without guesswork. Naturally, such 
extra features are reflected both in the per- 
formance of a camera and in the price. 


Finders. Sharpness, clarity, and accuracy 
of framing are important in the viewfinder. 
Eye-level finders and “‘waist-level” reflex 
finders are both popular. Choose, by actual 
test, to find your personal preference. 


Film Length. Some users prefer a short 
roll of film to complete quickly for process- 
ing; some like longer rolls. Pick to fit your 
preference. The Kodak cameras on the fac- 
ing page give you a wide choice; some take 
8 shots, some 12, some 20 or 36 shots per 
roll of film. 








Construction. Now we get back to the 
camera as a whole. Basically, a camera is a 
device to hold a lens and a film in precise 
relationship. The body must be accurate and 
strong, made of the right material to hold 
its shape (either metal or a tested molding 
material). The lens mount must accurately 
keep the lens in line, yet allow free focusing 
movement without binding, slack, or “‘play.” 
Internal fittings must hold the film precisely 
in the focal plane, yet allow free winding 
without scratching. 

The construction of a camera is difficult to 
judge simply by examining it. The best way 
to be sure it’s right is to choose a camera 
designed and built by a manufacturer you 
can rely on. 








That is why, in the past half-century, we 
have sold tens of millions of cameras; peo- 
ple know a Kodak camera is dependable. 


Special Features. Every camera has some, 
and each one added—such as more versatile 
flash synchronization, automatic film stop, 
double-exposure prevention—costs some- 
thing. When you need them, they are worth 
the cost. In weighing any such feature—for 
example, the coupled rangefinders on the 
facing page—ask yourself: 1) will this help 
me get sharper, or clearer, or better pictures, 
more easily (usually, it will); and 2) does it 
cost less on this Kodak camera than on 
other cameras?

Don’t make your zoo film a documentary. 
Let it entertain your audience instead. 


Remember the two hilarious books 
called White Collar Zoo and Home 
Sweet Zoo which appeared several 
years ago? With the animals still 
around, looking just as much like nor- 
mal or neurotic humans as ever, imag- 
ine what a White Collar Zoo treatment 
would be like in a home movie! 

If you have magnetic sound, the pos- 
sibilities of using sound titles and hu- 
man voices for your animal characters 
are unlimited. Without sound, you can 
still produce effective titles. In all 
modesty I can say that one shot I 
filmed of a sea elephant still brings 
down the house with a title that reads: 
“Take a letter, please!” 


Now to specifics eee 


First of all, if you can possibly lay 
hands on a telephoto lens, take it 
along. Modern zoological parks tend 
to include spacious enclosures in which 
the animals can wander around quite 
a bit. If the lions or giraffes feel like 
putting in time 50 yards back in the 
corral, you’re not going to record 
much with a normal lens. But with a 
telephoto you can reach out and get 
’em regardless. Same thing goes for 
people, who often make especially in- 
teresting subjects when they watch 
the animals. It won’t do for you to 
take aim at a stranger from close 
range—some people are_ sensitive 
about this—but a particularly inter- 
esting human subject can be filmed 
effectively (and safely) from a dis- 
tance if you use a telephoto. 

Watch for possible transition shots 
between animals and humans. A 
closeup of a giraffe munching grass 
followed by a quick switch to some 
character stuffing his face with pop- 
corn can produce quite an audience re- 
action. Sometimes it adds to the hilar- 
ity to shift back and forth from one 
subject to the other in the finished 
film. You needn’t do this shifting with 
the camera itself; instead, shoot 
lengthy sequences of each subject in 
turn—then cut and splice together 
alternating lengths when you edit the 

efinal film. 
Vary your lighting effects 

There will be bars and wire enclo- 
sures sometimes. Avoid getting these 
into your immediate foreground when- 
ever possible. When there’s a good ani- 
mal subject and you can’t eliminate 
the bars from the scene, drop back a 
few feet and make the most of them. 
Careful choice of camera angle can 
Sometimes make use of cage bars to 
enhance a composition. Careful choice 
of lighting can also do a lot to im- 


prove your zoo movies. Backlighting 
is particularly effective in filming birds 
with brilliant plumage. Crosslighting 
likewise brings out texture in fur and 
feathers, and is especially good for 
photographing seals, otter, etc. 

Examine the possibilities of shoot- 
ing inside the buildings which have big 
skylights. Some of my best zoo movies 
have been shot in buildings where sun- 
light poured down into cages of mon- 
keys and birds through roof skylights. 
Sometimes this type of light has a 
diffused quality about it that provides 
a very satisfactory effect; at other 
times you may want to shoot against 
the skylight illumination in such a way 
as to make the background so dark as 
to seem nonexistent. 


Don’t forget the rules... 


Many Zoos have colorfully decorated 
directional signs which can be filmed 
as closeups for ready-made titles. For 
a touch of humor you might get a 
closeup of a sign reading ‘“Simians” 
and then show the faces of humans 
instead, or flash from a sign reading 
“Lions” to a telephoto shot of a couple 
arguing. Even the conventional sign, 
“Men”, will evoke a smile if it is fol- 
lowed by a shot of a toddler heading 
through the door beneath it. 

Naturally you won’t throw things 
at the animals, or poke at them to get 
them to move for your camera. Dis- 
turbing the siesta of a gorilla or a 
leopard can lose you a hand, but dis- 
turbing a peaceful antelope is just as 


inexcusable. Either way, you’ll lose 
your park privileges if you’re caught. 
Go along with the zoo officials in ev- 
manner. In

Save some footage for the end... 


If the day is nice and your subjects 
are cooperative, you are likely to ex- 
pose more film in the park than you 
intended. Buying extra film in the park 
itself is usually impossible so you must 
either take along a lot more film than 
you expect to use—or keep track of 
your exposed footage as you progress 
through the park. Whatever you do, 
try to have enough film in reserve to 
provide an interesting ending for the 
zoo film. 

One way to end a zoo film is to show 
a child (or children) walking out 
through the park gates into the middle 
distance. The “End” title can either 
follow the disappearing act—or be su- 
per-imposed over the final scene if you 
know how to go about it. (See Super- 
imposed Titles for Movies, Feb. 1954 
issue of Modern—Ed.) One effective 
ending I saw in an amateur movie re- 
cently began with a shot of a walrus 
filmed in slow motion. The camera 
was started at the peak of a lunge the 
walrus had made part way out of the 
water. As he sank back (in slow mo- 
tion), the title, “‘This is it, folks!”, ap- 
peared just as the water closed over 
his head. The final fade-out showed 
only the bubbles and spreading rip- 
ples on the pool surface. 

You may not get a full-scale zoo

film in one day. But if you get the 
essentials, especially those involving 
people (your family, friends, or crowd 
shots), you can always return to a 
park where animals and birds are kept 
to film new closeups that can be spliced 
into your original footage. With a little 
forethought, your zoo film needn’t be 
just a documentary—instead, it can 
entertain the whole family.—THE END

TRY HITCHCOCK’S TECHNIQUES FOR ATMOSPHERE, SUSPENSE 


HOW CAN an amateur movie-maker go about creating an 
atmosphere of suspense in his films? To begin with, he 
needs either a shooting script or, at the very least, a 
basic plot idea that lends itself to suspense. Once he has 
that, he can pick up a hatful of “how-to” ideas by visit- 
ing a theater where a picture directed by Alfred Hitch- 
cock is being featured. Seeing the picture just once 
probably won’t be enough. Better plan to enjoy it for 
its entertainment value alone the first time. Then sit 
through it again, this time to make mental notes of the 
more mechanical techniques (rather than the acting) 
which help give each scene its visual and emotional impact. 

Three of the most effective suspense-building tech- 
niques employed by Hitchcock in Dial M For Murder 
(Warner Bros. Fictures latest 3D production) involve a 


choice of camera angles, composition, and lighting effects 
which almost any amateur can adapt to suit his own needs. 

The pictures shown here give an idea of how the feel- 
ing of apprehension and danger throughout Dial M For 
Murder was emphasized by simple, low-key lighting. In 
making the film, the cameramen and electricians actually 
had to use flashlights to find their way through the 
murky stage shadows! Notice, too, how the camera angle 
has been used to dramatize what is relevant and elimi- 
nate what is not. Finally, note how important the arrange- 
ment or composition is to the mood or atmosphere of 
each scene. Hitchcock himself often makes actual sketches 
of a scene as he wants it to appear from the camera point 
of view. For some interesting samples of Hitchcock’s 
sketches, please turn to page 100.—A. A. 





Dramatic lighting and composi- 
tion, above, can often be used to- 
gether to strengthen the suspense 
of a story plot. Being silhouetted 
in the foreground, the standing 
man gives the impression of dom- 
inating the scene. Since you can’t 
see his face or hands, however, 
you have no clue as to his expres- 
sion, or what he is likely to do. 


Back-lighting, right, is also effec- 
tive in creating uncertainty and 
anticipation. In this case, the na- 
ture of the room in the fore- 
ground is clearly indicated by 
“spill light”? rimming the desk 
and lampshades. But what—if 
anything—awaits in the gloom? 


Over-all_ low-key lighting, left, 
suggests and dramatizes, but does 
not reveal details. Note how the 
sidelighting emphasizes both sub- 
jects and, at the same time, iden- 
tifies enough objects in the room 
to establish locale. Note, also, that

backlight coming through a door. 
Low-key is achieved by using a 
few lights selectively, never by 
underexposing the film itself. 


One of the oldest but still the most sinister 
of lighting effects to be had is obtained by 
aiming a single harsh light at a subject from 
a point below and to one side of his head. To 
further dramatize the effect, the camera is 
usually kept at a level below subject’s head.

1. For the picture frame, I used %4 x 
5% in. redwood. Power-saw table was 
set at 30°, miter gauge at 55°. If you 
like, the lumber yard will do the neces- 
sary angle cutting at a very low price. 


7. Use a brace and bit, electric drill, or 
a chisel to cut a notch in each end of the 
34 in. board (or corresponding board 
in your screen frame).

2. Glue the edges of the pieces that are 
to be joined. Use a good quality of wood 
glue available at any hardware store. 
Apply with brush or lintless cloth, care- 
fully wipe excess glue off all joints. 


8. Place the roller pins in the notches 
and check to make sure that although 
everything fits snugly, there will be no 
binding. Set the frame on edge and roll 
the screen up and down a few times. 


3. Use small finishing nails to hold the 
joints of the frame together until the 
glue dries. If you want to leave the 
nails in place, countersink them, fill 
holes with putty or plastic wood, sand. 


9. If your beaded screen has turned 8 
little yellow, now is a good time to 
bleach it by giving it a few hours of 
bright sunlight. Screen roller pins are 
held in notches by screw and washer 





IT’S ALL VERY WELL to say, “Have the movie projector 
and screen set up before your guests arrive,” but what 
about guests who drop in unexpectedly and ask (it can 
happen!) to see one of your super colossal productions? 
Nothing will take the edge off a home movie faster than 
disillusioning guests with “setting up” exercises—strug- 
gling with a balky screen tripod, keystoning the test pic- 
ture while you are trying to get the screen and projector 
aligned, etc. That was one of the reasons why I built the 
hideaway movie screen shown here. By knowing exactly 
where to place my projector in the room so that the pic- 


ture will always fill a screen which requires no adjust- 
ments, I can cut the time and fuss of getting set up to a 
matter of only two or three minutes. 

The inside dimensions of my screen are 30 x 40 inches. 
If you build a hideaway screen, you will naturally want 
to modify the dimensions (or even the actual construc- 
tion) according to your needs. Since I couldn’t make an 
enlargement big enough to fill the picture area, I had one 
made ata cost of about $10. Photomammoth Murals, 12048 
Vanowen St., N. Hollywood, Calif., will accept mail orders 
if you can’t get an enlargement made locally.—THE END 


4. Matching wood (3 x 34 in. in my 
case} is screwed to frame back. A 45° 
edge fits against frame. Two of these 
pieces. 42 in. apart, holds screen be- 
tween them. Note notches in each piece. 


10. Enlargement of black-and-white 
photo (30 x 40 in. for my screen) is 
mounted on cardboard, attached to in- 
side of the frame with four small strips 
of thin metal. I used plumber’s tape. 


5. Notches mentioned in preceding cap- 
tion are 2 in. long, 34 in. deep, with 45° 
cut. Two boards 43 in. long and 2 in. 
wide, also with 45° edge, are placed in 
notches, secured with glue, screws. 





11. My enlargement was from a 2% x 
2% Rollei negative. Enlarging was done 
by a commercial firm (see text). If you 
lack a good negative, many photomural 
firms have a stock file to choose from. 


6. Examine the projection screen you’ve 
been using.

Make a “follow focus ring” for that 
dolly shot or for any fast-change-of- 
focus type of scene. Cut from % 
inch Plexiglas (or have your dealer do 
it for you) a ring that will fit tightly 
over the focusing ring on the camera 
lens, then score a footage scale in the 


plastic that will be visible in the view- 
finder. When the ring has been prop- 
erly scored and aligned, you will be 
able to change focus with a twist of 
your finger even while the camera is 
running. Mark the plastic ring and 
lens ring so they can be quickly fitted 
together at any time; if you like, the 
edges of the ring can be notched for 
easier turning.—Ty Cotta 


Questions from readers: 


Q. Can home-processed double-8 film 
be satisfactorily split with a razor 
blade or knife? 

A. Not without some sort of a jig or 
guide for the film. Best bet is a ready- 
made slitter available through your 
photo dealer for about $5. 


Q. Is there any difference between a 
sky filter and a haze filter for color? 
A. Yes, a sky filter is of a slightly deep- 
er pink color which results in a some- 
what warmer color rendition than that 
obtained with a haze filter. 


Q. I filmed a shot at 8 frames per sec- 
ond by accident. Can I recopy the film 
at 24 fps in my camera so the action 
on the screen will slow down when I 
project the film? 

A. It will be quite a trick if you suc- 
ceed! You see, the raw or unexposed 
film will travel through your camera 
at the same speed as the film you are 
trying to copy. In other words, in copy- 
ing you actually make a frame by 
frame contact print regardless of what 
the speed of the camera may be. 


Don’t leave your camera tightly wound 
for long periods of time. When the 
lubricant is forced out from between 
the spring coils small dry areas may 
result. These dry spots tend to stick 
slightly when the motor runs, causing 
the speed to flutter. This, in turn, can 
produce uneven exposures.

a landscape, makes a shot with his 
Brownie in order to record the scene as 
a guide for a later studio painting.

He was a stu- 
dent of the arts before breaking inte 
films, incidentally, and this training has 
enabled him to make the simple but e% 
plicit sketches from which his camera- 
men work.

movie makers literally to see a film’s se- 
quences and better understand its con- 
tinuity and total feeling. 

Look at Fig. 1. Here, in a screen-pro- 
portioned box, Hitchcock sketched a 
close-up of Montgomery Clift for a 
courtroom scene in | Confess. To his 
right are a crucifix and window with 
Venetian blinds. Fig. 2 shows the shot 
which actually resulted from the sketch 
and which you may remember in the 
film. The sectional diagram (Fig. 3) was 
originally part of a mimeographed floor 
plan of the courtroom, showing all the 
exits, judges’ bench, jury room, etc. 
Hitchcock drew a large “V” on this plan 
to indicate the position of the camera 
angle for Robert Burke, director of the 
movie’s photography. This diagram and 
the original sketch (Fig. 1) guided 
Burke in shooting the courtroom scene. 

Although Clift ultimately is seen in a 
medium shot rather than a close-up, we 
see that the sketching technique affords 
a certain amount of pre-editing which 
makes for better coherence and econo- 
mizes on footage as well. 

Hitchcock is known for “editing in the 
camera.” This means that every shot is 
composed in detail before film starts to 
roll. His sketches, which the editors of 
MoberN found him making on location 
in Quebec when / Confess was being 
filmed, are perhaps the most important 
ingredient in this technique. 

Take a tip from Hitchcock and, even 
before you wind up your movie camera, 
make a few simple sketches of the scenes 
you propose to shoot.—D. J.

powerful as the ones Howell uses do 
present problems, however. The model- 
ing lights (incandescent) attached to 
each flash unit do not give an accurate 
impression of the tremendous amount of 
light the flash will produce, or how 
colors will be rendered by the cooler 
light of the flash. These are things a 
photographer has to learn for himself— 
and the only way to learn them is to ex- 
periment. Although this is a costly busi- 
ness, it can save hours of time and a lot 
of film if a client wants an unusual type 
of illumination—or a “re-take.” 
Depending upon the type of picture 
being made, Howell uses anywhere from 
a single flash unit to a setup consisting 
of a main light and four smaller units. 
When small units are used as fill, side- 
lights, or backlights, they are not fired 
by direct connection with the camera 
shutter. Instead, all minor lights serve as

slave units controlled by “Photo-Eye” 
tubes. These tubes are placed in such a 
position that they can be actuated only 
by the powerful glare of the main light— 
which is connected with the camera shut- 
ter. Since nothing happens to the auxil- 
iary lights if the main light misfires, it is 
impossible to see a flash from the minor 
lights and assume that a picture was 
properly exposed when, actually, the 
most important light of all failed to 
function. 

Some idea of the terrific intensity of 
the main light (the FT-623 tube, in- 
cidentally, operates at from 800 to 
40,000 watt-seconds and costs $280) can 
be had by re-examining the two color 
pictures at the beginning of this arti- 
cle. Both pictures were exposed by il- 
lumination from the main light only. 
Instead of being trained on the subjects, 
moreover, the unit was tipped upward 
in order to bounce all the light off a 
matte-white ceiling 14 feet high. Even 
then, the correct diaphragm opening for 
recording these pictures on Ektachrome 
was f/16... 

An Ascor Sunlight unit consisting of 
eight condensers (each rated at 800 watt- 
seconds capacity) delivers the tremen- 
dous surge of light needed for a picture 
like the beach shot just described. 
When hooked to the regular power pack 
control panel, this unit recharges itself 
every 18 seconds. When a “super” con- 
trol panel is used, the unit can be fired 
as often as every 2 or 3 seconds. 

Howell has no favorite camera, no pet 
processing or printing techniques. When 
a small camera will fill the bill he uses a 
Rollei or a Hasselblad (usually hand- 
held because the electronic flash will 
freeze both camera and subject move- 
ment); if the picture requires swings 
or tilts, a very long focal length lens, or 
a large negative, he switches to either a 
5 x 7 Ansco view camera or an 8 x 10 
Deardorff. 

Everyone shares in the darkroom work 
which, except for an occasional experi- 
ment or special printing problem, is 
more or less standardized. Super Pan- 
chro-Press Type B film is developed in 
DK-60a; Plus-X roll film goes into Mi- 
crodol. Both are developed at about 
70°F according to. Eastman tables. Neg- 
atives are never retouched; if necessary, 
prints are airbrushed enough to elimi- 
nate minor imperfections. 

Howell’s printing room contains two 
enlargers, a 4 x 5 Omega, and an 8 x 10 
Saltzman. The shelves are stocked with 
all contrast grades of Kodabromide F 
and DuPort Velour Black T papers but 
most of the printing is done on either 
F2 or T2 and left unferrotyped.

Howell Conant’s reputation in the pro- 
fessional field is that of being an ener- 
getic, talented craftsman whose liking 
for people is reflected in his pictures as 
well as in his relationship with clients. 
As a person, he is completely forthright. 
“Technical ability with a camera,” he 
says, “isn’t enough nowadays. If a pho- 
tographer isn’t a competent technician, 
businessman, and a creative artist all 
rolled into one, the odds are against 
him. To be creative in a practical sense 
of the word is the hardest part of all. It 
requires first of all a degree of good taste 
that only intellectual maturity can pro- 
vide. But beyond that it requires a sus- 
tained interest in what other people— 
housewives and laborers as well as play- 
wrights and artists—are thinking and 
doing. It is from the things that take 
place in the daily lives of people 
around him that a photographer finds 
seeds he can germinate into creative 
ideas of his own.” 

Howell is neither egotistical nor coyly 
modest about his professional stature. 
“There are several photographers doing 
editorial fashion pictures, and others 
doing commercial work, whom I con- 
sider tops in their respective fields. In 
each case, however, these fellows are 
specialists who produce one type of pic- 
ture exclusively. I like variety, there- 
fore I’ve tried to avoid specializing in 
either field to the extent of excluding the 
other. If success is to be measured by the 
sense of personal satisfaction and finan- 
cial rewards a photographer receives for 
his work, then I’ve succeeded in my goal. 
I like what I am doing and am content 
to remain on this level.” 

One has only to spend a few hours 
with Conant to realize that he means 
exactly what he says. He thoroughly en- 
joys working with beautiful women, new 
interpretative problems, and clients who 
keep coming back for more pictures. 
That his “unstylized” approach to pho- 
tography pays off is self-evident. If he 
can continue to satisfy clients in the fu- 
ture as well as he has in the past, he will 
gradually be able to devote more and 
more time to the type of pictures that 
intrigue him the most. 

What kind of pictures will these be? 
Experimental and interpretative pictures 
for the most part. But now and then he 
will undoubtedly come up with some- 
thing as melodramatic as a heart-throb 
illustration for one of the romance mag- 
azines. His reason is fundamental. He 
will continue to shoot an occasional 
“hearts and violets” picture for the same 
reason he shoots them now—out of ap- 

preciation to a client who gave him a 
boost back in the days when he needed it 
the most.—THE END.

Now for a look at what filters do and 
why they are needed. 

Bright daylight appears to be white. 
Actually, it is composed of light rays of 
many wavelengths ranging from the in- 
visible ultraviolet, through shades of 
blue, green, and red, to invisible infra- 
red rays. A colored filter has the ability 
to hold back, to a degree, certain colors 
of light, while allowing other colors (the 
same color as the filter) to pass. 

Black-and-white films are much more 
sensitive to some colors of light than to 
others, particularly the light from a 
blue sky, which is full of blue and ultra- 
violet rays. 

Unless the light reaching the film is 
controlled in some manner the ultravio- 
let and blue will over-expose any sky 
areas. In the print they will be repro- 
duced as a blank white. 

Yellow, green, and red filters hold 
back ultraviolet, blue and other colors 
of light in varying amounts. Because of 
this, they can cause important changes 
in the appearance of clouds and skies, 
as well as objects of different colors 
which are photographed on black-and- 
white film. The most useful of all filters 
is the medium yellow. Filters of other 
colors serve more specialized purposes, 
as will be seen from the charts. 


What color is “daylight”? 
Although daylight is made up of 


many colors, the various colors are not 
always present in the same proportions. 
At sunrise or sundown, the light is red- 
dish and warm in content. 

Quite the opposite is the situation 
when the direct noon sunlight is cut off 
briefly by a small cloud and all the light 
is reflected from a vast, brilliant area 
of blue sky. 

These differences in the color quality 
of daylight can be measured in degrees 
of color temperature according to the 
Kelvin scale (named after its originator, 
the British scientist Lord Kelvin). 

Although our eyes compensate for 
changes in the color of daylight, the 
color film cannot. Slides may come back 
with an over-all reddish or bluish tint, 
depending upon the circumstances. Fil- 
ters for color films are designed to over- 
come this. 

According to the Kelvin scale, bright 
noon daylight is said to have a color tem- 
perature of between 5,000-6,000 degrees. 
Daylight type color films are balanced 
to give pleasing, reasonably accurate 
color reproduction when they are ex- 
posed to a light with color temperature 
of about 5,400 degrees Kelvin (5400 K). 
Films for use with photofloods are bal- 
anced for use with lamps having a color 
temperature of 3200 K (for professional

The necessary filters 


A few filters are important for suc- 
cessful color photography. Here are the 
conditions for which they are used. 

If you do all your picture taking out- 
doors with a daylight type color film you 
need one filter to prevent or reduce the 
bluishness of subjects photographed in 
the shade, and to “warm up” shadow 
areas in sunlit subjects. Best of all for 
this work is the Skylight type, which 
works. equally well with Kodak and 
Ansco films. It has a delicate pink cast, 
and will do no harm even if left on for 
all daylight pictures. 

Ultraviolet (U. V.) filters have much 
the same function as the Skylight, to 
“warm up” the picture. However, they 
usually add a definite light yellow-green

Color slides should be from 35mm to 
4x 5 in., no smaller, no larger. Black- 
and-whites may vary from 8 x 10 to 
16 x 20, without mats or mounts. Don’t 
tint them or tone them. 


Be sure you identify your pictures 
properly. Black-and-white prints should 
carry a 3 x 5 inch card on the hack with 
the following information: Name, grade, 
service number, military address, name 
of major command and title of entry. 
Color transparencies should have the 
same information clearly printed on the 
cardboard mount.

THE EAGLE IN A SQUALL 


ONCE in a lifetime a photographer may have the chance 
to record such scenes as these—and in our lifetimes the 
chances are getting less and less. For this is the almost 
legendary situation of a great sailing ship, with every- 
thing set, blasting along in a violent squall. 

The ship was the U.S. Coast Guard’s bark Eagle on a 
Cadet Practice Cruise last summer. The man ready with 
a camera was Chief Photographer George G. Twambly, a 
Coast Guardsman for over 17 years, 14 of which have 
been devoted to photography. The conditions were any- 
thing but conducive to successful shutter clicking. 

It was blowing at 40 knots (45 mph, you landlubbers— 
a knot equals 11% land miles per hour). Twambly was 
aboard the cutter Rockaway, which was pitching about 
violently and keeping plenty of open water between itself 
and the speeding Eagle. The big bark was plunging along 





at speeds up to 16 knots; at one point she overhauled 
and zipped past the Rockaway. Under the storm clouds 
there was little light. Twambly took photos 2 & 3 with 
an Anniversary Speed Graphic, 127mm f/4.7 Ektar lens; 
for photo I he hitched a 15-in. Wollensak telephoto to a 
Graflex. All exposures were made on 4 x 5 Super-XX film 
at {/5.6 and 1/200 sec. This was a compromise between 
the lack of light and the violent action Films were over- 
developed somewhat in DK-50. Due to the range of about 
1,000 yards, negative images of the Eagle were tiny; the 
biggest was about 11 in. tall. 

The Eagle was built originally as the German naval 
training ship Horst Wessel. She now trains cadets of the 
United States Coast Guard Academy, New London, 
Conn., who spend their summers aboard her and do all 
the work, below and aloft.—John Wolbarst

where. The tie-up is usually with busi- 
ness and one which the photographer 
can develop in his own community or 
the nearest large city. 

Competent movie makers with ade- 
quate 16mm equipment have a tremen- 
dous potential market for their work— 
“under their noses” so to speak. Markets 
range from family type movies made on 
assignment to sales and promotion films 
and movies for the TV field. Technical 
problems which are a great deal knottier 
than most amateurs realize, are thor- 
oughly discussed, along with the pros 
and cons of using the services of a pro- 
fessional film service lab for dubbing in 
sound, making “release” prints, etc. 


Unlisted publishing markets 


For the still photographer there are 
numerous unlisted markets which pro- 
vide additional income. These pay off if 
you know where to find them. “The 
reference rooms in your local library 
are among your best leads. Here you 
will find trade journals, limited circula- 
tion pamphlets and dozens of other pub- 
lications which make use of photo- 
graphs, yet are never seen by the aver- 
age person. Illustrated advertising fold- 
ers can be traced back to the agency or 
private company that produced them, 
thus yielding possible leads on future 
photographic sales.” 


How to prepare and submit 


Once you’ve decided on a market and 
made a set of pictures, what do you do 
next? Editors like to receive neatly cap- 
tioned, easy-to-open photographs (see 
page 76). “There’s no need to secure 
such a sandwich as though it were 
a mummy. If you go on the premise 
that a picture buyer is never within 
reach of a pair of scissors or a razor 
blade, you'll be doing him a favor. Ad- 
hesive tape (or tape of any sort) is a 
nuisance. So is tough cord that has to 
be cut away before the pictures can be 
separated from the cardboard inserts. 
Those who are used to receiving picture 
submissions by mail can often spot the 
contribution of an amateur by its ap- 
pearance. Amateurs are likely to use 
any piece of cardboard they can lay 
their hands on—even though it is the 
flimsy back of a pencil tablet which 
creases under the slightest pressure.” 
Standard mailing envelopes with cor- 
rugated cardboard inserts are available 
from most photo dealers. Before you in- 
sert the pictures make sure that your 
name and address appear on the back 
of each print. When a picture editor 
considers a photograph for publication 
it is often separated from the rest of

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your material. Nameless, your picture 
may wander around until it is too late 
for it to be used in the magazine. 


To see or not to see 


Must you go to see the editor per- 
sonally? Many photographers think 
they can sell more pictures by using the 
personal approach. But it isn’t always 
so. “Rather than take up a buyer’s time 
at the start of his marketing career, an 
unknown photographer is usually better 
off if he makes use of the mails for his 
early submissions. If, after he has made 
several substantial picture sales, he 
feels that it would help to meet a certain 
buyer, his first step should be to make 
a careful study of the kind of pictures 
the buyer is currently using. Then, after 
printing up a few pictures which he 
thinks may interest the buyer, he is 
ready to arrange an appointment.” 

If you are sending pictures to a new 
market “it is always safe to address your 
contribution to the ‘Picture Editor’ even 
though such a title may not appear on 
a publication or agency masthead. The 
idea is to identify the nature of your con- 
tribution (photographs) so that it 
doesn’t become buried by mistake in the 
ofice of someone who deals only with 
text, filing, production problems, etc.” 

There are times when you can in- 
crease the chance of having pictures ac- 
cepted, by querying the picture editor 
in advance. Briefly tell the editor what 
pictures you have to offer. Don’t be long- 
winded. Don’t ask for tips on what a 
picture buyer is looking for in case he 
isn’t interested in the material you are 
offering. Don’t ask for a commitment or 
promise of any sort. Don’t use a letter to 
air your ambitions, background or per- 
sonal history. 


What about picture agencies? 


After a while some photographers 
find they are too busy taking pictures to 
contact editors and do market research. 
For these a picture agency may be the 
answer. But in dividing the work they 
must also divide the income. Charges 
average between 40 and 50 per cent of 
the selling price of each picture. 

There are, of course, two types of 
photographers’ representatives. The ones 
most likely to take on an unknown 
specialize in building up files of all 
sorts of pictures—and selling them. 
Others are really personal agents for a 
small and extremely select group of 
photographers. 

“If you can produce good work in 
quantity, finding an agency to represent 
you is relatively easy. Several large 
photo agencies are listed in the market 
section of this book. If you live in a large 
city such as New York, Chicago, or Los 
Angeles, you will find more agencies

listed in the classified section of the tele- 
phone directory. Current photographic 
magazines and photographic market 
guides also provide detailed information 
about the type of material handled by 
agencies and syndicates. *At your local 
library you can undoubtedly locate 
copies of Printer’s Ink, Editor and Pub- 
lisher, and Ayer’s Directory of News- 
papers and Periodicals, all of which will 
give you additional leads.” 


Who owns what? 


With or without an agent both photog- 
rapher and buyer have certain well 
defined rights in a picture once a sale 
has been made. If you sell exclusive 
rights “at no time in the future can you 
sell a duplicate of the picture or claim 
any of the revenue the purchaser real- 
izes on it.” Less exclusive than this is a 
picture offered for first publication 
rights. After it has been published the 
photographer can offer the same shot 
for second publication rights. How- 
ever, “it rarely pays to offer first publica- 
tion rights to other than top-notch mar- 
kets where prestige is to be gained by 
being the ‘first’ to use a picture... . 
Most photographers offer one-time pub- 
lication rights on their general run of 
pictures.” It is ethical to mention to the 
editor where and when the picture has 
been sold previously. 

Really important pictures which the 
photographer believes may sell many 
times can be copyrighted. But this is an 
expense which is not ordinarily justified. 
Should you make such a picture, details 
for copyrighting procedure are given in 
this book. 

Contrary to popular belief a credit 
line is not a_photographer’s right. 
Whether he gets it or not depends chief- 
ly upon the publication involved. 


Model Releases 


Subjects of pictures have their rights 
too. While these are complicated and 
vary somewhat from state to state, it is 
reasonably safe to assume that pictures 
made in public and sold for editorial use 
only do not require signed model re- 
leases from the persons appearing in 
them. “The best rule in connection with 
model releases is to play it safe. If it is 
possible to obtain a release, get it even 
though you don’t think you'll really 
need it.” There are plenty of exceptions 
to your rights to publish pictures for 
editorial use. Some of these involve good 
taste. “If a picture is indecent to begin 
with, or if it is cropped, altered, or other- 
wise used in such a way as to bring dis- 
grace or ridicule upon a subject, the 
photographer might just as well forget 
about his signed release.” When offering

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material “You need not submit your 
original signed model release with a 
picture. A carbon copy, a photostatic 
copy or a photographic copy will usually 
satisfy a picture buyer that you are au- 
thorized to sell a print.” 


Notes and negatives 


Even with a model release your pic- 
ture may not be saleable unless you keep 
adequate records. At the time of taking 
the picture, be sure to get the necessary 
“who, what, where, when and why” de- 
tails which the editor will need to pre- 
pare adequate captions. This information 
should be typed on a sheet of paper 
which is fastened to the picture. Liter- 
ary style is not important—get the facts 
down and let the editors phrase it the 
way they wish. 

After the negatives are developed, 
they should be numbered with some 
simple but adequate system so that addi- 
tional prints can be re-ordered and so 
caption material can easily be replaced 
if it is mislaid. 

Does all this sound like a lot of work 
to sell a picture? Perhaps. But this is 
the procedure the professionals have 
found necessary by experience. Market 
research, care in printing and sending, 
attention to details and adequate 
records. If you are a competent photog- 
rapher, technically, these additional job 
details will turn many of your best pic- 
tures into cash.—C. A

WHAT’S WRONG?

(Malraux has pointed 
out that it is not sunsets that inspire 
painters, but other painters’ paint- 
ings; photography is certainly so 
young an art that it is still growing on 
its past.)

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For best 3-D results, start think- 
ing in color. You can use it badly 
or learn to use it well. 

The greatest single difference be- 
tween today’s stereo photography and 
the kind that flourished until Grand- 
ma tired of it cluttering the living 
room table and replaced it with a cry- 
stal set lies in the color film. 

Color adds to the naturalness of 
3-D. So, you might consider stereo 
easier to take in color than in black- 
and-white. It is—for the beginner— 
but one of the paradoxes of modern 
stereo is that many internationally 
recognized oldtimers find their think- 
ing so out of line with color rendition 
that their stereos fall short when they 
switch from black-and-white. 

They have learned to translate 
natural color scenes into monochrome 
patterns, and they have learned their 
lesson too well. Now, required to for- 
get the tricks in translation they have 
used too long, they often fail where 
stereo beginners have comparatively 
little trouble. 

Why should addition of color, with 
which realism is easier to capture, so 
often prove a handicap? For one thing, 
it further scrambles the standards of 
pictorial composition, already scram- 
bled in an attempt to use the same 
yardstick for stereo as for 2-D. Place- 
ment of the stereo subject must be 
considered in terms of depth as well 
as in relation to a flat plane. Oldtime 
stereographers compromised between 
the basic rules for flat composition 
and those for sculpture, considering 
weight and mass as well as line and 
form. But color added another compli- 
cation. An object that may be the cen- 
ter of interest in black-and-white can 
easily become secondary to another 
object when their natural colors ap- 
pear. An otherwise obscure figure in 
black-and-white will steal the show in 
color if wearing a bright red coat and 
provide the only vibrant hue in the 
picture. 

















































































Increasing depth illusion 
As a beginner or casual shooter in 
stereo, you may feel pictorial composi- 
tion is no concern of yours, that it is 
of interest only to the professional or 
more serious amateur. Well, you take 
pictures for others to look at too, don’t 
you? If, through very little extra trou- 
ble you can command more of their 
attention, isn’t it worth the effort? 
It’s just as easy to think in terms 
of good composition (which isn’t a 
difficult subject, really) when photo- 
graphing Junior and the neighbor’s 
cat, as to just let fly and get a picture 
that will bore even the cat’s owner. A 
lot more satisfying, too. Even the 
neighbor’s praise is worth while. 
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why C.0.C. is the Best flash 
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You don’t need ten easy lessons— 
just one. That one consists of con- 
vincing yourself you must take time 
to examine everything in the viewfind- 
er before you push the button. Does 
the scene include too much? Too lit- 
tle? Do the colors fight for attention? 
Would elimination of some loud-col- 
ored subject improve the picture? 
Would addition of one good spot of 
color provide a center of interest? An-. 
swer these questions as you squint 
through the viewfinder, and change 
your camera position accordingly. 
You must be a more observant photog- 
rapher in color because you can’t re- 
tire to the darkroom to correct mis- 
takes. 


Why composition? 
Colors add to the third dimension 
by separating objects, and some com- 
binations do this better than others. 
When red letters are printed on a black 
card, the letters appear to stand in 
front of the card when viewed from a 
little distance. Here the red can be 
considered an “advancing” color as 
against the “receding” black. Several 
combinations give this result. 

“Advancing” and “receding” colors 
have caused much discussion, and the 
observer’s subjective reaction weighs 
heavily in the final analysis. But gen- 
erally, contrasting colors of brilliant 
hue will appear to have greater sep- 
aration than the more quiet contrasts, 
and the powerful visual cue of inter- 
position (one object blocking out part 
of another) will give the foremost col- 
or a greater appearance of nearness 
even in a flat picture. Retinal images 
in the complementary hue to the color 
of an object glanced at seem to make 
the object or outline vibrate against 
the background. This is only an opti- 
cal illusion, but as the illusion is one 
of greater depth it should be used in 
stereo whenever possible. 

Hollywood concluded that yellow 
was the most “advancing” of all col- 
ors, and keyed many of its scenes to 
it. Undoubtedly yellow has some other 
characteristics that give it a fore- 
ground quality, such as providing bet- 
ter detail because of the lighter tone. 
This results in better definition when 
the subject is near the observer. If he 
sees detail easier in this color when it 
is used in the foreground, he will “feel” 
greater depth between it and a farther 
object. 

There is much to be discovered 
about this role of color in increasing 
depth and it is your privilege to help 
make the discoveries. Study your pres- 
ent slides, and experiment with color 
combinations to reach your own con- 
clusions. Simple forms and outlines 
will be necessary for ease in studying 
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these experiments, but you'll find it 
fascinating and of considerable help 
toward controlling stereo quality. 

While great contrast provides dra- 
matic black-and-white prints, lighting 
for contrast is not so important in col- 
or because final contrast comes from 
the color itself. In 3-D, a “modeling” 
light is not necessary to form con- 
tours. Flat light (which may render 
the colors more clearly in their true 
tones) is more acceptable in color 
stereo. 


The exposure problem 

What exposure is best for color 
stereo? The one that gives the most 
realism, naturally, but this may vary 
according to how the slide is viewed. 
Slight underexposure gives richer 
color.

But if you shoot mainly for projec- 
tion, strive for higher keys in composi- | 


tion and be doubiy certain there are 


no underexposed areas. Stereo projec- 
tion squanders light as

through polarizing filters in projector | 


and viewing glasses because the 
metal-surfaced screen is quite direc- 
tional in reflection. Darker pictures 
will project less satisfactorily than 
those with bright subjects and plenty 
of exposure. 

Because some slides will be project- 
ed at club meetings and in exhibitions, 
it’s a good idea to take two or three 
shots of worthwhile scenes at differ- 
ent f/stops, keeping the brighter for 
projection and the darker for the hand 
viewer. This is also insurance against 
those times when your meter may be 
fooled by the wide range of brightness 
some scenes offer. 

What can be done to correct expos- 
ure mistakes after the slide has been 
made? Very little. There are gelatin 
colored filters which, bound into the 
slide, sometimes lower the key and 
give a more solid appearance to 
washed-out figures, and these filters 
may correct an excess of some one 
color in the slide. But they are not 
uniformly successful as they change 
the entire slide, not just that portion 
which needs correction. They’re worth 
trying, however, in attempting to save 
a slide that is valuable but otherwise 
unusable.—L, B. DUNNIGAN

Another trick that can be performed 
by the NBS electro-optical system is 
the production of outline pictures from 
continuous tone negatives. The two 
pictures reproduced here show what 
is meant by this. Above is a straight 


video signal image from the original 
negative. The example below is an out- 
line picture from the same negative re- 
sulting from the singly differentiated 
and rectified video signals which are 
amplified and “clipped” off to a con- 
stant level. 


Other applications of the device are 
quite possible, e.g., the automatic 
recognition of patterns such as finger- 
prints or biological specimens, auto- 
matic production of line maps from 
terrain photographs, etc. For full tech- 
nical details refer to the paper by 
L. S. G. Kovasznay and H. M. Joseph 
entitled “Processing of Two-Dimen- 
sional Patterns by Scanning Tech-

I have been assigned by our camera 
club to write you a,letter in the hopes 
of starting a snowball of protest from h 
eac 


other camera fans—directed at thé 
film manufacturers—agitating for a 
smaller number of exposures per roll 
in the 35mm color film category. 

Some of us enjoy the convenience *. 
of an eight-exposure roll as we have 
Kodak Bantams, but*°most-of us use 
various types of 35mm cameras. 

While longer rolls may have an ad- 
vantage in economy and convenience 
in some instances, it has become in- 
creasingly evident that the disadvan- 
tages in general outweigh the ad- 
vantages. If we make five exposures 
we either have to shoot up the re- 
maining 15 exposures or wait for a 
month or two till we find another suit- 
able subject. As a consequence it’s 
hard to sustain an interest in a color 
project, and almost forgotten pictures 
are found on every roll that comes 
back months later. 

We think that a roll of eight or ten 
exposures would encourage us to take 
more pictures, not less. We believe we 
would take more personal color shots 
of family and friends as well as in the 
more serious fields, if we had shorter 
rolls of film to work with. Do you think 
others will agree?
